NUVOX COMMUNICATIONS, INC.’S OPPOSITION TO 
BELLSOUTW’S MOTION FOR SUMMARY DISPOSITION 

NuVox Communications, Inc. (“NuVox”), through its undersigned counsel, respectfixlly 

subinits its opposition to BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc.’s (“BellSouth”) Motion for 

Summary Disposition (“Motion”) filed on September 13,2004, in the above-captioned 

proceeding.’ For the reasons set forth herein, among others, BellSouth’s Motion must be denied. 

Introduction 

In its Motion, BellSouth asks the Kentucky Public Service Commission (“Commission”) 

to join it in taking a single provision of the parties’ regional nine-state interconnection agreement 

(“Agreement”) out of context and outside the scope of the governing Georgia law, and, on that 

basis, grant it summary judgment so that it can proceed with a fishing expedition, the request for 

which had been rejected and allowed to lay fallow for two years. The Commission must reject 

BellSouth’s request to grant summary disposition in its favor based on BellSouth’s far-fetched 

and erroneous arguments. 

Critically, the arguments BellSouth repackages in its Motion already have been squarely 

rejected by the Georgia Public Service Commission (“Georgia PSC”) as being contrary to fact 

BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. Motion for Summary Disposition, Case No. 2004-00295 (filed Sept.
